Slipped Through Jap F 

Recovering from combat fatigue 
after four and one-half years of 
action in the South Pacific, R. A. 
Rankin, BMlc, spends his days 
working in the hospital laundry 
linen room. 

Soon to be discharged back to 
duty, Rankin is one of the 18 men 
who slipped out of a trap 12 hours 
after Corregidor fell and got 
through to Darwin. Australia, after 
31 days of traveling through 2,000 
miles of Jap-infested seas in a 36- 
foot motor launch. With corn beef 
and hardtack as their only subsist- 
ence, this hardy group of 18, who 
scuttled their minesweeper, USS 
Quail, to keep it from falling into 
enemy hands, dodged through units 
of the Jap fleet on sheer courage 
and navigated toward safety with

an improvised sextant out of a 
parallel ruler. 

The skipper of the group, John 
Morrill, now a famous commander 
in the Navy, singled out Rankin as 
one of his men who “had X-ray 
eyes and could pick out a plane and 
identify it before the average man 
could see or hear it.’’ Later war ex- 
periences found Rankin swimming 
to shore after having a destroyer 
sunk from under him off Guadal- 
canal. 

With his home in Long Beach, 
Calif., Rankin has been featured 
together with other members of the 
famed Corregidor crew in count- 
less newspapers, on Kate Smith’s 
radio program and in the popular 
book, “South From Corregidor,” 
written by Commander Morrill, who 
led the men to Australia.

Before the war, 
the Lieutenant coached Eastside 
High School’s football team of Pat- 
erson, N. J., to the state champion- 
ship. Besides coaching baseball and 
basketball, he was a teacher of his- 
tory and economics. 

Enlists As Chief 

Lt. Ross enlisted early in 1942 as 
a Ch. Sp. (A), serving in San Diego 
and Kodiak, Alaska, under that 
rate. In May, 1943, he received a 
commission of lieutenant (jg) and 
became Assistant Physical Training 
Officer of the 13th Naval District. 
He came here direct from the Puget 
Sound Navy Yard Receiving Sta- 
tion where he was Physical Train- 
ing Officer. 

Department Enlarged 

Under a staff of five corpsmen 
physical instructors, an enlarged 
physical training department now 
exists adjoining the corpsmen’s 
bagroom. In addition to outdoor 
facilities such as tennis, badminton, 
shuffleboard, bowling, basketball, 
volleyball, softball and touch foot- 
ball, indoor sports also exist includ- 
ing wrestling, boxing, ping pong 
and rope skipping.

Reduced Railroad Fare 
For Discharged . . . 

Military personnel traveling at 
their own expense upon discharge, 
retirement or release from active 
duty in the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps or Coast Guard, and who are 
not entitled to travel on transpor- 
tation requests, may obtain special- 
ly reduced one-way fares under a 
new arrangement which became ef- 
fective 1 September. 

The tickets are sold at the rate of 
about IV 4 cents per mile, are good 
for travel in coaches only and au- 
thorize the usual free checkable 
baggage allowance and stop-over 
privilege en route. 

Tickets are sold only from place 
of discharge, retirement or release 
(or an intermediate point) to home 
or place of enlistment or induc- 
tion, or place of employment in the 
US. or Canada to which the per- 
son desires to travel.

Red Cross Aids Hospital 
To Instruct Dischargees 

Men waiting for medical dis- 
charge daily ask: “Why all this fuss 
about our discharge?” “Why do we 
have to fill out that questionnaire 
at the Educational Building?” “Why 
does the Red Cross help us file our 
claims with the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration?” 

It’s like this. When you receive 
your discharge you automatically 
become a veteran of this war. As a 
veteran you are entitled to certain 
rights and privileges as authorized 
by the government. To assure your- 
self of these benefits, it is recom- 
mended that you file your claim for 
compensation with the Veterans’ 
Administration at the time of dis- 
charge. The Red Cross has been 
requested by the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration to assist you in doing this. 

After you have gone before the 
survey board the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration representative and the 
Navy Civil Readjustment Officer 
will call together a group and ex- 
plain your various rights as future 
veterans . . . including the filing of 
a claim for compensation, hospital- 
ization and benefits to be gained 
from the GI bill. Questions about 
your insurance may be answered 
at that time. Following this, a 
questionnaire is filled in by each of 
you. This enables the Civil Read- 
justment Officer to know more 
about any individual problems or 
questions which may be facing you 
on your return to civilian life. 
There are representatives of other 
service organizations available to 
whom you may be referred if you 
wish specific information regarding 
job placement, vocational or educa- 
tional guidance, specialized train- 
ing or someone just to help you 
organize your thinking about the 
future. 

Last but not least, the informa- 
tion from these questionnaires is 
incorporated into the claim for 
compensation by the Red Cross 
workers. You are then asked to 
look over the claim, complete any 
unanswered questions, and sign it. 
With your discharge papers in your 
pocket, the claim is sent by the 
Navy to the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion in San Francisco, with a copy 
of your medical records. Within a 
short time, the claim should be set- 
tled and your notification received 
regarding the outcome. 

There may be many other per- 
sonal questions which you would 
like to discuss about your discharge 
or future plans. The Red Cross 
workers in your wards will be glad 
to talk to you about them any time 
you desire.
